TheRoyal Commission 

The evidence taken yesterday boforo 
the Royal Commission was highly iuter- 
eating and important. The evidence of 
the Lord Mayor, in particular, iu among 
tho moat extraordinary ever offered under 
oath in any Court. It will bo seen that 
tho telegram from Mr. DeOosmoa to tho 
Lord Mayor was dated at Ottawa on the 
'29th of October. Parliament came together 
six days before, and Sir John Maodonald'a 
Govern uieut resigned oil. tho fourth of 
November. The telegram, therefore, fur- 
nishes a missing link in tho chain of evi- 
dence leading up to tho allegation made 
in the public press that Mr. DeOosmoa, 
finding Sir John in a tight place, had 
tried to induco that minister to buy his 
support and the" mine for 8150,000. Tho 
evidence of Capt. Devereaux also throws 
new light on tho transaction, which will 
be fuithor ventilated to-day. During the 
morning tho amicus curia- complained of 
tho miareporting of the Standard, when 
the Commissioners read from their notes 
and showed that tho report was totally 
incorrect. It may be proper to add that 
the Standard's notes of the case are not 
taken down in s/jorMiand, but that Losu- 
hand is employed for the purpose, which 
Recounts for their villanously incorrect 
and angrammatical character. 

Asiatic Through Traffic per 
the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
road- 

(Concluded.) 

Two years ago 157,000,000 pounds 
■weight of tea were shipped to Great 
Britain. Last year tho quantity had 
fallen to 106,000,000. Taking this latter 
sum as the basis of our calculations, 
throwing off tho odd six millions of tea 
and computing the ton at 2,000 lbs, we 
have fifty thousand tons, A freight- car 
■will take ten tons. Hence wo have 5,000 
car loads, which, calculated at §500 per 
load would yield 82,500.800. The tea 
traffic alone then would bear more than 
1% per cent, on the $150,000,000 it is 
calculated th<i railway will cost. 

I throw out tho following figures as a 
tentative and an approxmate estimate to 
cover the freight receipts from tho Asiatic 
trade. 

Tea would yield 82,500,000 

Silk <fcc 1,000.000 

Coffee 2.000,000 

Tin, goldaud silver 1,000,000 

Antimony, Kaolin, &o 500,000 

Beeswax^ indigo, jute, &c, ... 500,000 

Total §7,500,000 

Or interest at 5 per cent, on the railway- 
capital. 

If again it is objected that the trade of 
India would all keep to tho old channels 
then strike off the £10,500,000 sterling 
which we allowed on that count and add 
£22,000,000, at which figure rises the 
commerce of our settlements in the Straits 
of Malacca. The figures will then stand 

Japan's trade at £ 2,300,000 

China's do 22,000.000 

Eastern Archipelago 10,000.000 

Strait settlements 22,000,000 

Total £50,300,000 

Now the commerce of tho remainder of 
Oceanic.i, that is of Australasia and Poly- 
nesia, which inelndes the whole of the 
islands of the Pucitic is more than 
£44,000,000 sterling. But taken at that 
figures we have in round numbers, exclu- 
sive of India's trade £100,000,000 sterling 
as representing the aggregate commerce 
of the countries whose seaboard is wash- 
ed by tho Pacific Ocean. From this 
grand total for climate and other cogent 
reasons we can calculate oil securing tho 
transport of goods to the value of 
£80,000.000 sterling or of §400.000,000. 
Now reckoning that this value yields to 
the railroad as the price of its carriage 
across the continent, 2! j percent, which 
is far below tho usual freight charges 
per ton per mile, the goods t radio will 
amount to 3lO,0;)J,003,or over (1 per cent, 
on the railway capital of §150,000,000. 

Now taking the average returns of rail- 
roads generally, we find that tin- receipts 
for passenger "traffic reach one-half of 
thosse for freight traffic. Hence we can 
safely add 8 per cent, for the through 
passenger trulHo, making 'J per c ent, for 
the Asiatic trallie on our lino. 

Tho value of the tea exported from 
China to Great Britain is computed at 
£10,209,000, sterling. Wo have shown 
that nearly the whole of this merchan- 
dise will go over the Canadian line, the 
transport of which will yield 82,500,000, 
or £500,000, sterling. This sum is exact- 
ly 5 per cent, tho value of tea. By ap- 
plying this percentage to tho remainder 
of the through trallie and we can easily 
see how our former 9 pier cent, will swell 
to 18 per cent, on the railway capital. In 
other words, the Canada Paoitto Rail- 
way will derive as receipts for the Asiatic 
through trallie to Europe the handsome 
Bum of §27,000,000. 

To this may bo added tho trade of 
Canada proper and of tho Now England 
States with the Pacific, for Chicago and 
Boston as well as Toronto and their con- 
terminous markets will bo supplied Ihro' 
tho Canadian Pacific liailway in prefer- 
ence to tho American lines, in conso- 
quenoo of tho considerable reduction of- 
? 'oted in time and distance by tho former 
11.6. 

I have hitherto only taken a purely 
commercial view of thoquostion to which 
I shall have to add in another letter the 
probablo iiifluenco on our railway of 
sundry great undertakings throughout 
the world as, for instance, tho Suez 
Canal, which is said to be gradually ,ill- 
ing in; tho construction of the Euphrates 
Valley railway, and tho carrying out of 
Loasep'a Siberian railroad. 

But over and above tho commercial 
question involved in tho Canadian Pacific 
there are other interests, political, na- 
tional and imperial, which will reflect 
favorably on this undertaking in a pecu- 
niary 'sense, My comments, however, 
on this other sido of the question must 
must bo reserved for other communica- 
tion.

British Columbia's First 
Royal Commission- 

FIFTH DAY. 

Tuesday, March 31st. 

The Commissioners took their seats at 
12:20 o'olock. 

Mr. llobson drew tho attention of their 
Lordships to tho report in tho Standard 
which had falsified n vital fact oonneoted 
with yeatorday'a proceedings. 

Tho Chief Justice— Put something in 
your own paper as nu antidote to tho 
bane. 

Mr. Bobson — But hero is a direct con- 
tradiction of facts. 

The Chief Justice— Commonoo nu ac- 
tios for libel. [Laughter.] 

Jndgo Groy proposed to tako tho evi- 
dence as reported in tho paper and com- 
pare it with "the Judges' notes. 

The Chief Justice oiplained tho differ- 
ence between tho offence of garbling a re- 
port in a Court of Law or commenting 
upon a caso when ponding, and said that 
the Commissioners wore not as suscep- 
tible to outside inllucnuos as juries. 

Judge Crease thought with Judge Gray 
that the notes should bo read. 

Tho Chief Justice said it appeared as if 
Mr. liobsou wished to advertise tho su- 

Eerior reporting of the paper with which 
e was oonneoted [laughter]. However, 
my two brother Commissioners seem to 
think that you are entitled to hear tho 
notes read. 

Mr. Bobson — I wish to know what the 
witness (Mr. Moody) said with respect to 
his having been told by ino that the 
names of Messrs. DeCosmos, Walkem and 
Beavon wero on the stakes on Taxada 
Island. 

The Chief Justico, Judge Gray and 
Judgo Craase then read from their notes 
and showed that Mr. Moody, after stating 
that Mr. Bobson was tho lirst and only 
parson who told him that tho names wore 
pp, then stated that he was first told by 
Mr. Spratt, a contradiction which tho 
learned Chief Justice had severely com- 
mented upon. 

The Judges' notes, it is proper to re- 
mark, wore entirely at variance with the 
Standard's report. 

Win. Dalby sworn— Considered him- 
self one of the pre-omptors of Taxada Is- 
lam!, and would bo ono of tho company 
when formed; held ICO acres under the 
pre-emption; pre-emptod at suggestion of 
8. P. Moody; knew some of tho names of 
other pre-emptora, if their names wore 
called would reply; B. Springer, C. M. 
Chambor, T. J. Mills; Win. Bobovtson.B. 
H. Wilson, J, Hughes, the two Trims; 
balioved there was a Moffat, a Cottrell;an- 
other Hughes, and C. G. Major; did not 
know H. T. Smith; did net know of any 
names used fictitiously; so far as ho knew 
H. T. Smith was not intended for Mr. 
DoCosmos; did not know P. Marshall 
nor J. Wilson; knew A. .Calder to bo a 
pre-emptor; did not know at whose sug- 
gestion he becamo a pre-emptor; know 
E. Brown. Did not know any persons as- 
suming names for purpose of pre emp- 
tion; pre-omptious wero made without 
his knowledge or consent; did not know 
any of thoso peisons thou acting; wont 
up to Taxada on tho 29th July iu the Car- 
iboo-Ply. DeCosmos, Walkem, J. 0. 
Hughes and A. Watson wont up with us, 
C»pt.Baymur also went at the same time; 
the steamer stopped at tho Inlet one day 
before going to tho Island ; thoso parties 
I have alluded to wont up with us to the 
Island, viz., DeCosmos and Walkem and 
the others; could not remember any talk 
•bout putting the stock in tho market by 
DeCosmos or Walkem; but Mr. DeCos- 
mos has talked about it with me; his re- 
marks wore that when tho company was 
formed, and title obtained, he would like 
to net as Agent to the company. 

Witness hore corrected himsolf, and 
t\\d, when they had a title and the corn- 
puny was formed, DeCosmos said he 
Wjuld have no objection to act; told him 
ho had hotter see Mr. Moody; this occur- 
ed about tho last of Soptompor, 1873, af- 
ter they had returned from Taxada. Do- 
Goamoa told witnoHsif thocompany would 
liko to sell he would liko to act aa agent. 
I told him if when ho was away ho 
could find any party to deal with it to 
let mo know; know of no negotiations go- 
ing on by DeCosmos; tho first mention I 
knew of it was seeing such stated in 
the Colonist on DeCosmos' return here; 
I spoke to him about this matter; as near 
I can recollect I said to DeCosmos, I hear 
you aro about to soli tho iron mine. Ho 
said that when in England he spoke 
to Mr. Sproat about this matter, but hav- 
ing been much engaged left it to Mr. 
Sproat; Mr. Sproat was supposed to net 
by DeCosmos' instruction; knew of no ef- 
forts made by DeCosmos to sell tho mine 
at Ottawa, ho had no authority to seU ac- 
cording to my knowledge; no rate of com- 
mission was named for services; know of 
no price named as tho selling price of 
the mine; Moody and witness thought tho 
mine was worth sorne$150,000 to $200,000; 
eould not remomber stating that DeCos-jj 
mos was authorized to sell tho mine for 
$150,000 and that ho was to get 5 percent. 
on the sum obtained; may have said so; 
remember talking to some of tho City 
Councillors ono night and may have said 
something of the kind; I said that the 
inino was vory rich and would sell for a 
largo sum of money, especially if tho Do- 
minion Government would build the 
Bailroad; don't think I said that Mr. Do- 
Coamos waa entrusted with the sale of the 
mino and was to got 5 per oont; / mai/ 
poisibly have said so; I was a little excited; 
I had reooivod a telegram from Mr. Do- 
Coiraos and, no doubt, it rovivod tlio mat- 
ter in my mind. 

Witnoss horo road a telegram from Mr. 
DoCosmos, datod, Ottawa, Oct. 29th, aa 

follows: "BlICEIVED NO ANSWER FHOM 

Moody ybt. Inquire and answer." 

Witness — I had asked Mr. DeCosmos 
to inquiro about tho mino and referred 
him to Mr. Moody; I understood tho tel- 
egram to mean that ho had received no 
jn.swor about the mino from Moody. 
& Mr. Bobson — What excited you? 

Mr. Dalby — Thinking, I supposo, that 
I might make a lot of money ; I had no 
•ther transactions with Mr. DoCosmos or 
Moody at the timo: I knew he had no au- 
thority to tell the mine; I had told him to 
inquire aa to the value of tho mino; I told 
DeCosmos to see Moody and wrote Moody 
lee, The telegram is not a oortiflod. copy; 



there was nothing in it but what I read; 
I thought tho mino was valuable and 
would fetch a largo amount of money; if 
I stated that DeCosmo.s was authorized to 
sell tho mine for S150.000 to the Domin- 
ion Government I was not justified; never 
stated (or if so) had no authority to say 
DeCosmos was to have 5 per cent, com- 
mission ; might have stated at a meeting 
of tho City Council that DeCosmos might, 
possibly get $150,00.0 for tho mino; other 
times may have spoken of tho mino being 
worth $150,000, that DeCosmos was to 
net as agent, and receive 5 per cent, com- 
mission; but was not authorized in doing 
so. Witness could not say wJtat excuse he 
could offer /or making these incorrect state- 
ments. 

Witness was asked, did ho remember 
walking towards tho Bridge on Govern- 
ment street with Mr. Moiton and tolling 
him that DoCosmos was authorized to sell 
and would receive n com mission; did not 
rocollect walking with Morton; did, not 
recollect telling G-. Norris that DeCos- 
mos was to sell tho mine for $150,000 and 
to receive 5 per cent, commission; did not 
know that DeCosmos wns trying to sell 
tho mine; believed Mr, Moody gave Do 
Cosmos somo of the rock; had no know- 
ledge of any arrangements made with De- 
Cosmos to act as agont; witness tola De- 
Cosmos he would liko him to act as agent 
audifhadidsoth.it ho should bo well 
paid. Tho company was not formed yet; 
no ono was deputed to act for the com- 
pany in its unformed state. 

Witness wns asked — Had Walkem nn 
interest in the Eureka silver mino ? upon 
which a considerable discussion ensued 
between tho Bench and the learned coun- 
sel as to its bearing upon tho ease. 

Mr. Bobson said that his purpose was 
to show that Mr. Walkem, not caring to 
identify himself with Texada ( preferred 
silver to iron and was ready to accept a 
valuable interest which the company of 
Eureka would be ready to fiivo knowing 
their imperfect title to Taxada Island, 
and that DeCosmos was on tho point of 
selling tho Texada mino for $120,000 
when it fell through owing to tho disso- 
lution of tho Macdonald Ministry. 

The witness having hero appealed to 
tho Bench for protection on tho ground 
that his privnto affairs wore boing raked 
up, 

Mr. Justice Crease said Mr. Bobson 
had carefully avoided unnecessarily 
trenching upon private offairs and thore 
was no ground for complaint. 

The question was allowed. 

Witness did not know if Walkem had 
any interest in tho Eureka silver mine; 
did not know- if hi3 own name was 
amongst tho committee; did not know of 
any compensation or bribe being offered 
to DeCosmos or Walkem. 

Examined by Mr. Robertson — Many 
persons had endeavored to pump him aa 
to the value of Texada; he gave evasive 
answers to all such questions; had en- 
trusted Mr. Moody with looking after 
my interest in tho Eureka mine; had 
thought DoCosmos' position as leader of 
tho Government would give him oppor- 
tunity to find out tho value of tho mino; 
that was tho reason for speaking to him. 

To Mr. Bobson — If I gave evasive an- 
swers it was to mislead enemies such as 
were stating DoCosmos could sell the 
mino for 150,000 and would receive 5 per 
coMt commission. 

John Deveraux, sworn— Was comman- 
der of the "Cariboo Ply;" took her up to 
Taxada Island, — the first trip in tho 2nd 
week in July; Mr. Moody, Nelsou, Wat- 
son, Van Bremner and Adaji Watson 
wore on board; wont to the X W part of 
Island; called at Blubber Bay, and was at 
tho Island about '6 days. Tho noxt trip 
was a fortnight after; hoard something 
said on board about lloating the mino in 
tho English market; DeCosmos said the 
title of tho land under pre-emption was 
not worth the snap of his finger to (loat 
tho stock on the European market; did 
not hear of his speaking of any plan by 
which tho stock could bo floated; tho par- 
ties on board seemed to want to proven t 
witnoss knowing what was. going on ; on 
tho return of tho steamor there was a 
hunting up of British subjects to uso 
their names to tako up claims on the Is- 
land, Tho remarks of Mr. DoCosmos 
about the claims not being worth a snap 
of the finger wero addressed to Mr Moody ; 
Nelson had asked Chambers to give up 
his pre-emption claim, but Chambers 
refused; Moody volunteered a statement 
to mo that ho had asked Mr. Nelsou to 
accompany tho party on tho trip to the 
Island, but that ho refused, thinking it a 
dishonorable matter, upon which Moody 
said "he would bo darned if he would 
havo any such scruples." 

Mr. Johnson iu rising said ho was sor- 
ry — 

The Chief Justico--You may be; but I 
should scarcely think so from your binil- 
ing face. 

Mr. Johnson— I assert tho questions 
now asked would never be tolerated for a 
moment in a Court of law. 

The Chief Justice— Certainly not, but 
this court is differently constituted. 

To Mr. Bobson— Tho remark about 
"dishonorable" was something connected 
with tho Ministers; Moody volunteered 
tho statement to mo that ho had asked 
Mr. Nelson to go with him to Taxada Is- 
land and that Mr. Nelson declined be- 
oause ho deemed the transaction dishon- 
orable; I was impressed with tho idea that 
Mr. Mood}- was trying to use the Minis- 
ters in some way in this iron transaction; 
did not tako much interest in the matter; 
Mr. Nelson did not go to tho Island. 

To Mr. Johnson— I havo since left tho 
employment of Moody & Co; Chambers 
told mo about what I havo related after 
returning on the first trip; DeCosmos a 
Walkem were not on board the 2nd trij>; I 
ceased to command tho Cariboo-Ply on 
tho 3rd of August. 

Tho court horo adjourned till Wednos 
day ut 11 V t a. m. 



Educational. 

At tho forty-third meoting of tho Board 
of Education, held yesterday afternoon, 
the following resolutions were adopted :-- 

Whereas it is advisable that salaries 
ahall bo equal ized by placing them on tho 
basis of average attendance, and that tea- 
chers, trustees and parents shall a direct 
interest in semiring as largo an attendance 
dance as possible; therefore be itrosolved: 

1st. That from and ufter 1st August 
uext tho salaries of all duly-qualiiied 
Public school touchers in tho omploy of 
tho Education Department, where tho 
average attendance of pupils is from 10 
to 20, inclusive, shall bo $50 per month; 
from 20 to 30, inclusive, $00 per month; 
from 30 to 10, inoluaivo, §70, and from 40 
to 50, inclusive, $81) per month. As soon 
as the average attendance in any school 
shall exceed 50, such school shall bo en- 
titled to an assistant teacher. The aver- 
age shall bo calculated annually from tho 
attendance for the year preceding 1st 
August, excluding vacations and public 
holidays, 

2nd. Tho teacher at Yule and those 
teachers further inland shall receive $10 
per month each iu addition to tho salar- 
ies which they are entitled to by the above 
scale, as compensation for tho increased 
cost of living. 

3d. In districts where tho average at- 
tendance for the year falls below 10 tho 
schools may bo taught by teachers pro- 
paring to qualify, at a lower rate of sala- 
ry than $50 per month ;but, if deemed ad- 
visable by this Board such schools ma}' 
either bo kopt open for a portion of tho 
year only, '.or be entirely closed. 

•1th. The above re-adjustment shall 
not apply to schools where more than one 
teacher is employed in tho same depart- 
ment. 



The Wreck 

Tho steamers Grappler and Isabel came 
back from Capo Flattory yesterday morn- 
ing, bringing with thorn the wreck which 
has been so of ten described as "bobbing 
'round" bottom-up in the track of sailing 
vessels bound to or from San Francisco. 
Tho steamers camo up to tho wreck 
about two o'clock on Sunday afternoon, 
made fast to tho stern and commenced at 
once towing her into tho Straits. Tho 
wreck was found about 10 miles S. W. of 
Flattery light and about 10 miles off 
shore. About 25 feet of tho keel was 
visible, and as tho anchors had run out 
progress neoeasarily slow, the time 
consumed in towing tho wreck from the 
place of starting to Fisgard light, off 
Esquimalt harbor, a distanco of 85 miles, 
being just 48 hours. The vessel proved, 
from the name on tho stem, to bo tho 
schooner Elida, 346 tons burthen, which 
sailed from Coos Bay, Oregon, in Octo- 
ber las!, with 18 persons on board and a 
cargo of coal and redwood, and is supposed 
to havo capsized during a gale. Tho shot 
and shell tired from H.M.S. Boxer made 
three ugly holes in tho stern, but so fnr 
as can be3oou the hull of tho vessel seems 
to bo littlo tho worse for her strange 
voyage of nearly six months. The holes 
in the bottom were stopped last evening 
and an effort will be mado to right the 
wreck to-day. It is supposed that somo 
bodies will befouud in the cabin or fore- 
castle. 



Ship Buildino Operations on the Pa- 
cific Coast.— Tho Seattle Intelligencer 
says: The following is tho copy of a tel- 
egraphic dispatch from Washington, un- 
der date of March 11: "A strong compa- 
ny has recently been organized to carry 
on extensive ship building operations on 
the Pacific Coast. The principal parties 
recently met in this city to perfect their 
plans. Among them are Richard Vance, 
of Bath, Maine; Mr. Cashing, brother of 
Caleb Cushing, of Nowburyport, Mass., 
and tho leading New York ship builders. 
Erastus Bartlett.of California, is also con- 
nected with tho enterprise. The company 
has not yet determined whether to estab- 
lish their works on Pugot Sound or Port 
Orford or Elgin. They intend to build 
ships, manufacture lumber, and work 
coal mines. They will sell the ships and 
cargoes in foreign ports.

Mr. Orowell's Blnckadder was a 
line piece of noting, and Messrs. Barrows, 
Sims and others of the fine oompauy 
weJte greatly applauded. . . .This ovening 
tho finest bill of the season will be offer- 
ed. 



New Brunswick Lumber King. — Mr. 
Alex, Gibson of St. John, N.B., exported 
from that Province during tho year 1873 
nearly one hundred and twenty millions 
of lumber iu 157 ships of 124,700 tons. 
Ho has at the present time in the woods 
getting timber over 1200 horses and G000 
men. Some indication of tho character 
of this "noble-hearted Irishman," rs he 
has been styled, is given in tho fact that 
ho has built up a town with houses, 
schools, and a church which cost §50,000 
for the accommodation and improvement 
of tho men in his employ and their fami- 
lies.

Cape Coast Castle, Fob. 5. 
A great battle 1ms been fought near 
Coomassie, resulting in the defeat of 
the Aahantees and tho capture of the 
Amoaful. 

The operations commenced at G a. 
m. on the 3lst January and lasted 
until 3 p. m. 

The British forces, consisting of 
Lord Gilford and his native scouts, 
the 42nd Regiment, under Major Mc- 
Pherson, two guns of Bait's artillery, 
the left column under Colonel Mc- 
Leod, Major Russel's native regiment, 
with Gordon's Houssas, two rockets 
under Lieutenant Palmer, and a wing 
of the Naval Brigade under Captain 
Grubbs, R. N. , cut a path at right 
angles to the main road for 300 yards, 
and then duo north, 
LgfcUpon the left was the -12nd Regi- 
ment, a column under Colonel Wood, 
with a wing of the Naval Brigade 
under Captain Luxinore, and two 
rockets under Lieutenant Knox. Col. 
Wood's uativo regiment was to carry 
out tho same plan on tho right of the 
centre column. Tho second lino con- 
sisted of the 23rd, supported by Col. 
Wood's and Major Russell's nativere. 
gimouts on its flanks. The third line 
was composed of the Rifle Brigade 
under Col. Warren. 

The enemy formed a broad angle 
diverging from tho main light apex of 
the Amoaful, and had a position on 
steep hills. The King of the Ashantees 
is supposed to havo been present. The 
-nemy fought most desperately and 
ffered severely. Amanquatia, the 
mmander-in-Chief of tho Ashantee 
my, is reported as killed. The fir- 
ing was very heavy for five hours. 
The casualties on the British sido are : 
Royal Engineers, Captain Buckle, 
killed; Major Home, wounded iu 
two places; Lieutenant Hare, wound- 
ed in two places; two Sappers and 3G 
laborers killed. 

The Naval Brigade, which was 145 
strong, had three officers wounded — 
namely, Captain Grubbe, Lieutenant 
Mundy, and Lieutenant Rawson, and 
2fi men killed and wounded. 

The 23rd, which was about 90 strong, 
had one officer and live men wound- 
ed. 

The 12nd lost nine officers and 105 
men in killed and wounded, including 
Major Macpherson wounded in two. 
places. One bullet passed through 
his leg, but he led his men the whole 
way. Major Baird was badly wound- 
ed in both legs, and in the chest, and 
was carried to the rear, being unable 
to move; tho carriers were attacked, he 
himself was beheaded. Lieutenant 
Berwick was wounded in the ankles, 
and Lieutenant Stephenson, Captain 
Creagh, and four others wero slightly 
wounded. The Rille Brigade had 
ono ofiicer and 25 men lulled and 
wounded. 

No return of the loss of native 
allies has been received, but it is heavy 
among Gordon's Eoussas. 

The troopa bivouacked on thogromul 
taken. 

A baggage train has been attacked 
on tho way up. 750 loads arrived at 
Amoaful on the 1st of February, es- 
corted by men of the Rifle Brigade, 
the 42nd, and the 2nd West India 
Regiments. 

A strong force attacked Deo.ua, a 
mile on the rigid. The place was 
well defended, and (he houses were 
loop-holed. Ono Blue-Jacket was 
killed and throe wounded, as well as 
some allies. 

The rear is threatened, and a large 
force is said to be to tho south-west. 
Companies of tho 23rd Regiment aro 
defending the threatened paths. 
Several carriers have b«en killed on 
the way u]>. 

During tho battle on tho 31st tho 
Staff was much exposed to the lire, but 
suffered no casual ties. 

Orders havo been issued to parade 
on the 2nd, with four days' rations 
and it is expected that an attack wil 
then bo mado on Coomassie. 

The 2nd West India Regiment lias 
been ordered to. tho rear for the pro- 
tection of tho transport.

Amongst the number of those relieved during the 
past year were 2 widows Willi children, 2 tradesmen 
and 3 mechanics (with larulliosj whoso reduced eir- 
tumatancea had arisen through ill health or other mis- 
fortune. Eleven indigent persons were assisted to 
roach their homes and frlonda, and the Society has 
In this respeet again to commend the owners of the 
mail steamer "Prince Alfred" for the readiness Invarl. 
ably shown by them to further tho objsots of thu Ho- 
ciety. 

The I. a, lies Committee (organized and distributed 
over 10 dislrlfts, covering the whole or the City) have 
proved most useful, and fiavo prevented much delay 
in the adininiatratlon of assistance from time to time. 
One or two attempts at Imposition have to be record- 
id. which however were met and frustrated; hut it is 
gratifying to know that tho Society's help has been 
found acceptable where the recipients would have 
shrunk from making known their distress known. 

Thu good object! of the Society are so broad and 
aomprohcnslve in their iliaraeter that they should 
aommsvd the sympathy and- support of the well dis- 
posed throughout I he Province, and it ia therefore 
hoped that the receipts of tho present year may be 
augmented so that the usefulness of the Society may 
not In anv event he Jeopardised.
